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An excellent Antidote againſt Melaucholly. 


R Purging ſyrup of Apples 3 ounces. Syrup of Bawme 2 ounces, Syrup of 


Epithimum 2 ounces.Syrap of Batts- Tougue 1 ounce.Syrup of Bhenbark 


1 ounce. Veuice-Treacle ha[ran ounce. Oyl of Nutmegs 1 dram. Gold 
8 grains. Borage- water 2 ounces. Beazat- water 1 ounce. Mixall rogerher, 
and take half a dram of Saffron, and Scena, and 2 or 3 grains of Amber-greece, 
and lay it in aclear linnen Cloth, and ler ir lye in the bottom cf the graſle, and 
ſtop it cloſe 3 you may take a ſpoonful at Night, or more, and 2 or 3 ſpoonfulls 
in the Mcrning, in a glaſle of Whire-wine warm, and walk an hour after ir.

4. Tooth-ache of a hot cauſe. 
F. Boyl the root of Henbane in white-Wine Vinegar 3 bruiſe the root, and hold 
it between the Teeth, as hor as the party can ſuffer ir, and hold your head over 
the ſume of it, and keep your head warm, ir wonderfully eaſerh. 

5. A remedy to take away Corns. | 

Take black Soap and Snail ; ofeach a like quantity ; ſtamp them together, 
pread it on Leather,and renew it every fourth day for a fortnight ; ir curerh. 
| 6. Another abſolutely for Corns. 

Pare the Corns very neer,but fetch no blood 5 rhen drop a drop of Oyl of Sul- 
pour upon the head of ir ; then dreſs it with oyl of Balſom ; bigd ir cloſe with a 
piece Of thin Leather. Dreſs jr often till ir be whole. 

7. How to take away Warts. | 

Take Orpiment, Quick-lime, and Vinegar ; make a Plaiſter, and lay it on the 
Watt 3 bur make a deicnſative ahour the wart; thar it touch not the skin,

Take halfe a pound of Aqua-Mcliis, inthe Spring time of the year; warm a 
little of ir every morning When you riſe, in a ſawcer, and tye a little ſpunge to a 
fine Box-comb, and dip it in the {laid water, and therewith moiſten the roots of 
your Hair in combing it, it will zcow'chick and curled ſhortly, 

11. How to take the ſpots of Oyle or Greaſe out of Cloaths. 

Take the bones of Sheeps-fcer, burn them almoſt to aſhes: and bruiſe them to 
Powder, and pur ir upon your ſpots, and lay a'l before the Sun when ir ſhines 
hotteſt ; when the powder becomes black, lay on freſh in the place, till it ſuck 
out the ſpots; which is done in very ſhort time. 

14. A good way to make your hands fair and ſmooth. 

Steep bitter- Almonds a Night in Roſe- water and Vinegar, and peel them,and 
beat them very well in a Morter with 3 or 4 yolks of Eggs;uſe this pail to waſh 
your face and hands often, it will make your ſkin ſmoorh and fair; Alſo to wear 
Dogs- Leather Gloves fine and thin rubbed, well before a fire with ſome ſweet 
Oyls : as Oyl of Herodium, Oyl of Roſes, Oylof Almonds, is very good to keep 
your hands white and ſmooth. 

How to make a Powder that will makes good Ink in an inflant, and holden 
between the Teeth will eaſe the Teoth- ach. 

Take Galls and Copporas, as much of tiie one as the other, beat it into pow- 
der, put into it water, and on a ſudden it will be very good Ink. Likewite ,, if 
you ſitrew of the ſame powder upon the white paper, and write thereon with 
fair water,the letters will appear preſently black. n 

How 10 write your name on paper, and to burn the paper, and the letters 

| to appear en the back of your hand.
